The color is black with transparent 
wings (whitish some call them); and 
the legs are short with a broad whitish 
band around them. This evidently is 
the character of the fly which ilr. 
Snodgrass was bitten by. In bright, 
still days they swarm iu houses, crawl- 
ing under tiiiht-ntting garments and 
Jhere keeping up their pleasant accupa- 
lion of hitting nil tho patience out 01 a 
human being. The bite it severe and 
stiuging, each showing a point of blood 
and followed by an irritation and swell- 
ing which lasts several days. No veils 
or gloves protect against their attack as 
their 
smill 
size, enables

to 


penetrate where ever they choose. Tho 
best remedy against them is a visoi'l 
ointment into which tur enters, and 
"which arre»ts oud destroys them. An 
ointment of Persian powder would be 
•Iso [beneficial.

The alarm.was 
spread as loudly as possible by tbe few 
people awake, but owing to tho early 
hour scarcely fire persons rallied at the 
engine house, and it took nearly three 
quarters of an hour, so it is said, to 
find the man who carried tbe key that 
would unlock the door and let the prop- 
erty saving engine rally to the fire. And 
even then there were so few people 
aroused that it took an unconscionably 
long time before the engine could be 
hauled to the flre. 


THE OEIGIN OP TBS FIBE 


was clearly in the China wash house of 
See Wah. Parties who were awake at 
three o'clock, state that everything was 
dark in the building at that hoar. At 
half-past four evidently.the Mongolians 
were hard at work aud the ironing fur- 
nace was red-hot.

sands of dollars worth of property and 
beggared many worthy men,
